Australia  first  estimate  of  the  1937-38 
wheat  area  placed  at  13,700,000  acres  as  against 
12,609,000  acres  harvested  in  1936-37.

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GRAINS 

No  relief  for  Canadian ?r airie  Provinces 

The  most  serious  and  prolonged  drought  in  the  history  of  the 
Canadian  Prairie  Provinces  continues  practically  unrelieved  over  a  large 
part  of  the  wheat  belt,  according  to  the  Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics 
at  Ottawa.     The  worst  conditions  prevail  in  southern  and  central  Sas- 
katchewan and  in  eastern  Alberta.    Parts  of  Manitoba  are  too  dry,  hut 
conditions  there  continue' "generally  good,'  except  for  a  widespread  rust 
infection,  which  may  prove  serious  later.    Prospects  for  all  crops  are 
good  in  other  parts  of  Canada.     Warm  dry  weather  was  of  great  benefit 
to  the  eastern  Provinces  and  British  Columbia,  and  a  good  crop  of  spring 
grain  is  expected  throughout  eastern  Canada. 

For  all  Canada  the  condition  of  wheat  and  rye  on  June  30,  1937, 
expressed  in  percentages  of '  the  long-time  average  yields  per  acre,  were 
reported  as  follows,  with  comparisons  in  parentheses  for  May  31,  1937, 
and  June  30,  1936,  in  the  order  mentioned:     Tall  wheat  101  (98,89), 
spring  wheat  51  (85,88.).,  all  wheat  52  (85,82),  all  rye  49  (73,70),  In 
the  Prairie  Provinces  wheat  was  similarly  reported:     Manitoba  102  (101,89), 
Saskatchewan  34  (78,80),  Alberta  63  (93,83). 

The  Europ ean  bread-grain  situation 

Further  deterioration  of  crop  prospects  in  many  parts  of  central 
Europe  and  the  Danube  Basin  featured  the  European  bread-grain  situation 
during  June,   it  is  reported  by  the  Berlin  office  of  the  Bureau  of  Agri- 
cultural Economics.    As  this  region  includes  most  of  the  usual  surplus 
wheat-  and  rye-producing  districts  of  Europe,  it  appears  quite  certain 
that  the  intra-European  trade  in  these  grains  during  1937-38  will  be 
much  smaller  than  in  1936-37  and  other  recent  years.     In  turn,  overseas 
wheat,  also  any  Russian  that  may  be  offered,  should  be  in  good  demand 
in  Europe  during  the  new  marketing  season. 

Statistically,  the  European  bread-grain  situation  continued  to 
be  basically  strong  through  June,  despite  some  reduction  in  apparent 
import  requirements  for  the  current  season.     Carryover  supplies  will  be 
the  smallest  in  many  years,  and  Europe  as  a  whole  probably  will  harvest 
another  below-average  crop  of  both  wheat  and  rye.     There  is  also  a 
noticeable  desire  on  the  part  of  many  countries  to  build  up  reserve 
stocks.    While  still  too  early  to  give  definite  forecasts  of  probable 
import  requirements  in  Europe  during  the  coming  season,  indications 
point  to  a  fairly  well-maintained  and  perhaps  active  demand  for  both 
wheat  and  rye . 

C»vop  prospects 

Prospects  at  the  end  of  J\me  pointed  to  a  total  wheat  crop  for 
all  Europe  only  slightly  above  last  year's  reduced  crop  and  below  the 
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average  of  the  5  year's  1930-1954.     (See  table  page  38.)     In  general,  the 
Mediterranean  countries  will  harvest  a  larger  crop  than  the  very  poor 
outturn  of  1936.  but  one  that  will  he  only  ah  out  average  or  below.  The 
Danube1  Basin  crop  is  expected,  to  be  well  below  the  record  harvest  of 
1936  although  above  average.     The  crop  in  Central  Europe  apparently  will 
be  significantly  below  that  of  last  year  and  below  average.     In  the 
Baltic  States  and  Scandinavia,  a- small  increase  over  last  year's  reduced 
harvest  may  result  if  weather  conditions  continue  favorable,   though  large 
crops  are  not  expected.     In  accordance  with  earlier  reports,  rye  prospects 
on  June  30  were  even  less  favorable  than  those  of  wheat,  and  the  total 
European  outturn  probably  will  be  bolow  not  only  last  year's  total  but 
also  the  average.  , 

Unfavorahle  crop  prospects  this  year  are  the  result  partly  of 
a  decline  in  the  acreage  for  harvest,  especially  in  central  Europe,  and 
partly  of  unsatisfactory  weather  conditions*     The  decrease  in  the  acre- 
age for  harvest  was  the  result  of  slightly  smaller  seedings  in  the 
fall  of  1935  together  with  winter  damage  and  abandonment  much  above  nor- 
mal.    In  Germany  the  net  decline  in  the  acreage  for  Harvest  of  both 
wheat  and  rye  is  expected  to  be  around  10  percent  and  in  Poland  6-8  per- 
cent.    Significant   reductions  in  wheat  acreage  also  are  noted  in  Czecho- 
slovakia, the  Netherlands,  Hungary,  and  Rumania.     Small  increases  have 
been  reported  in  France  and  Italy. 

Europe  as  a  whole  has  experienced  unusually  adverse  weather  con- 
ditions during  most  of  the  current  season.     Following  a  rainy  fall  and 
unsatisfactory  winter,  a  cool  rainy  spring  delayed  crop  development  and 
interferred  greatly  with  spring  work  and  seeding  activities.  Intensive 
cultivation  vras  not  possible,  and  most  grain  fields  have  been  much  more 
weedy  than  in  other  years.     The  month  of  May  was  generally  the  most 
favorable  period  from  a  weather  standpoint,   and  crops  showed  a  marked 
improvement  in  some  cases.     Unusually  hot  weather,   together  with  lack 
of  rainfall,  in  the  first  half  of  June  when  most  of  the  grain  was  fill- 
ing out,   caused  rapid  deterioration,  particularly  in  east  central  Europe 
and  parts  of  the  Danube  Basin.     Weather  developments  during  July  vail 
have  an  important  bearing  on  the  final  outturn.     Good  weather  may  im- 
prove the  outlook  for  spring  grains  but  via  not  likely  to  raise  the 
total  estimate  materially. 

Market  conditions 

As  the  1936-37  marketing  season  draws  to  a  close,  it  is  quite 
evident  that  the  total  net  trade  of  the  21  European  countries,  other  than 
the  Danube  Basin,  will  be  well  above  that  of  the  past  two  seasons.  In 
fact,  the  revised  estimate  for  these  countries,  including  several  down- 
ward revisions,   stands  only  a  little  under  441,000,000  "bushels  as  com- 
pared with  around  338,000,000  during  1935-36  and  353,000,000  bushels  in 
the  1934-35  season.     The  net  trade  for  all  of  Europe,  however,  as'- indicated 
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at  the  beginning  of  the  seasons,   shows  a' much  smaller  increase  as  a  re- 
sult of  the  record  crop  and  large  exports  of  the  Danube  countries. 
During  1937-33^   smaller  exports  are  ejpectod  from  the  Danube  Basin  and 
Poland.     The  demand  for  overseas'  wheat  should  be  quite  active  and 
possibly  well  above  that  of  the  past  year.     This  will  be  particularly 
true  if  Bu.ssia  does  not  enter  the  export  market  to  any  significant 
extent .

Government  measures. 

Crop  "prospects  have  influenced  most  of  the  recent  government 
measures  for  wheat  control.     In  Italy,  new-crop  wheat  prices  have  been 
fixed  at  125  lire  per  quintal  ($1.79  per  bushel  at  the  current  rate  of 
exchange)  for  bread  wheat  and  140  lire  per  quintal  ($2.00  per  bushel) 
for  durum.     In  Germany,  the  preliminary  arra.ngemonts  announced  last 
spring  regarding  the  new  crop  indicated  that  the  fixed  prices  to  farmers 
for  rye  would  be  advanced  20  marks  per  metric  ton  (20  cents  per  bushel) 
over  those  prevailing  in  the  past  year,  while  prices  for  wheat,  feed  barley, 
and  oats  would  remain  unchanged.    Fixed  prices  for  the  coming  year  are  also 
expected  to  bo  announced  soon  in  France  and  Czechoslovakia.     In  Poland, 
the  increase  in  grain  and  flour  prices  has  led  to  official  control  of 
bread  and  flour,  according  to  which  wholesale  and  retail  prices  are  to 
be  regulated  by  regional  committees.     The  Polish  Government,  it  is  reported, 
has  also  decided  to  accumulate  some  reserves  of  rye  and  oats,  and  the  Austria! 
Government  is  likewise  said  to  be  favoring  the  accumulation  of  grain  re- 
serves.    In  Switzerland  and  Czechoslovakia,   similar  ideas  have  been  ex- 
pressed, and  for  the  latter  it  is  indicated  that  most  of  the  remaining 
wheat  stocks  will  be  used  for  this  purpose.     On  the  other  hand,  the  plans 
of  the  Food  Defence  Committee  of  the  United  Kingdom  still  appear  to  be 
largely  in  the  blue-print  stage  with  little  indication  that  any  signifi- 
cant "extra"  reserves  will  be  built  up. 

Durum- wheat  p respects  in  Western  Mediterranean  Basin 

The  1937  durum  crop  of  the  western  Mediterranean  Basin  is  expected 
to  exceed  the  poor  crop  of  1936  according  to  Assistant  Agricultural 
Attache  L.  D.  Mallory  at  Paris.     Production  in  the  4  most  important  coun- 
tries, Italy,  Algeria,  Morocco,  and  Tunisia,  is  estimated  at  103,249,000 
bushels  compared  with  89,125,000  bushels  harvested  in  1936  and 
110,421,000  bushels  averaged  during  1933.-1935.     The  requirements  of 
these  countries,  together  with  France,  approximate  109,000,000  bushels. 
It  appears,  therefore,  that  the  new  crop  will  just  about  cover  the  needs 
of  the  western  Mediterranean  Basin  countries. 

Larger  crops  are  expected  in  each  of  the  producing  countries. 
Italy,  with  60,626,000  bushels  in  prospect,  will  have  ample  supplies  to 
cover  domestic  requirements  and  should  be  able  to  build  up  stocks  to  some 
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extent  or  have  a  small  net  export  resulting  from  trade  in  semolina  and 
paste.    Algeria's  crop,  estimated  at  20,200,000  bushels,  is  below  average 
but  above  the  18,650,000  bushels  produced  in  1936.     Vhile  a  substantial 
increase  is  expected  in  Morocco  over  thc'small  crop  of  last  year,  pro- 
duction probably  will  not  cover  domestic  needs,  but  no  imports  are  .an- 
ticipated.    Tunisia,  however,  has  a  good  crop,  which  is  placed  at 
11,000,000  bushels  as  against  4,400,000  bushels  produced  in  1936  and 
the  1931-1935  average  of  9,847,000  bushels.     If  realized,   this  would 
permit  considerable  exportation.     France  will  as  usual  draw  its  supplies 
largely  from  Algeria  and  Tunisia. 

Growing  conditions  for  the  durum-wheat  crop  in  these  countries 
have  not  been  entirely; satisfactory  this  season,  but  timely  rains  have 
saved  the  situation.    Fall  plantings  started  off  well,  except  in  Morocco, 
where  lack  of  moisture  retarded  sowings  to  a  considerable  extent.  The 
spring  was  generally  too  dry,  except  in  Italy,  and  much  damage  was  ex- 
pected.   Good  rains  late  in  April  and  early  in  May  resulted  in  a  marked 
improvement  in  the  crop.    Early  reports  indicate  that  the  quality  of 
the  new  wheat  is  generally  go^d,  with  specific  weight  above  average  and 
a  rather  small  proportion  of  starchy  kernels.

United  States  apple  exports  smaller  but  poars  larger  in  1936-37  season 

The  total  exports  of  fresh  apples  in  1936-37  were  around  6,720,000 
bushels  (July  to  May)  compared  with  12,239,500  bushels  in  1935-36.  The 
export  movement  in  1935-37  was  the  smallest  in  the  past  14  years  and  is 
largely  explained •  by  a  small- crop,  in  the  .United  States  coupled  with  rather 
large  crops  in  some  of  the  principal  European  importing  countries.  Al- 
though total  exports  of  apples  dropped  about  48  percent  during  1936-37 
as  compared  with  the  average  exports  of  the  last  5  seasons,  the  proportion 
of  the  crop  exported  showed  a  smaller  decline.     Exports  of  apples  in 
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1936-37  were  valued  at  about  $10,365,000  against'  $18,212,000  in  1935-36. 
Total  exports  of  apples  comprised  around  5,179,000  boxes,  205,000  bas- 
kets, and  445,000  barrels  compared  with  6,711,000  boxes,  1,109,000  bas- 
kets, and  1,473,000  barrels  in  1935-36.     The  principal  market  for  American 
apples  is  the  United  Kingdom  followed  by  France,  Germany,  the  Netherlands, 
and  Canada.    Markets  of  secondary  importance  were  Sweden,  Belgium,  Egypt, 
Palestine,  Brazil,  Finland,  and  Norway.    A  complete  report  showing  exports 
of  apples  by  countries  will  be  issued  in  August. 

Exports  of  fresh  pears  from  the  United  States  reached  near  record 
proportions  in  the  1936-37  season.     Total  exports  in  the  11-month  period, 
July  to  May,  were  2,625,000  bushels  against  2,483,000  in  1935-36  and 
2,693,000  bushels  in  the  record  year  1930-31.     The  export  value  of 
$4,864,000  in  1936-37  was  the  highest  since  1930-31  when  it  reached 
$6,614,000.     The  United  Kingdom  maintained  first  place  as  a  market  for 
pears,  taking  1,064,000  bushels  compared  with  1,173,000  in  1935-36.  Ex- 
ports of  pears  to  Canada  showed  a  sharp  increase,  amounting  to  559,000 
bushels  against  386,000  in  1935-36.  France  took  392,000  bushels  com- 
pared with  387,000  in  1935-36  and  the  Netherlands  116,000  against  107,000 
bushels  in  1935-36.     Exports  of  120,000  bushels  to  Sweden  and  105,000 
bushels  to  Brazil  were  larger  than  the  quantities  exported  to  these  coun- 
tries in  1935-36.     The  next  two  most  important  export  markets  were  Egypt 
and  Palestine,  with  51,000  bushels  and  41,000  bushels,  respectively.  The 
only  other  countries  taking  more  than  20,000  bushels  were  Cuba,  Finland, 
and  Belgium. 

Italy's  shelled  almond  production  large 


More  favorable  prospects  than  a  month  ago  in  the  Bari  District 
of  Italy  have  raised  the  estimates  for  Italy's  production  of  shelled  al—  ■  • 
monds  to  37,500  short  tons,  according  to  a  cable  from  Agricultural  Attache. 
N.  I.  Nielsen,  at  Paris.     The  Italian  Government  regulation  against  sales 
of  shelled  almonds  for  future  shipment  before  the  crop  is  ready  is  being 
adhered  to  generally.    Prospects  for  Spain  are  that  an  average,  and  prob- 
ably less  than  average,  crop  will  prevail  in  1937,  although  exports  may 
exceed  those  of  last  season. 

Filbert  production  small  in  Italy  but  large  in  Turkey 

The  1937  filbert  production  in  Italy  is  estimated  at  28,000  short 
tons,  unshelled  basis,  as  compared  with  36,000  tons  produced  last  year, 
it  is  reported  by  Agricultural  Attache  N.  I.  Nielsen,  at  Paris.  Filbert 
production  in  Turkey,  however,   is  estimated  to  be  higher  than  that  of 
last  year  and  will  reach  approximately  75,000  short  tons,  as  compared  with 
66,000  tons  produced  in  1936.    Present  stocks  of  filberts  in  Italy  are  be- 
lieved to  be  light,  whereas  some  stocks  remain  in  Turkey.     Turkish  filberts 
will  probably  be  carried  into  next  season,  unless  a  now  agreement  is  con- 
cluded soon  between  Turkey  and  Germany. 
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UNITED  STATES  AGRICULTURAL  EXPORTS  DURING  MAY 

Eor  the  third  consecutive  month,  the  volume  of  farm  products  ex- 
ported from  the  United  States  has  shown  a  decline,  the  index  for  May 
standing  at  53.     This  was  a  point  below  the  level  of  May  1936,  but  five 
points  above  the  record  low  index  reached  in  May  1935. 

Following  a  moderate  improvement  in  the  earlier  months  of  the 
present  calendar  year,  the  index  for  cotton  dropped  to  67.  Unmanufac- 
tured tobacco,  with  an  index  of  104  made  a  good  showing  and  for  the  first 
time  in  4  months  exceeded  the 'prewar  level.     Exports  of  fruits  dropped 
off  sharply.     The  index  was  170,  the  lowest  May  index  in  more  than  a 
decade.     Though  still  at  a  low  level,  exports  of  wheat  rose  to  25,  the 
highest  monthly  index  in  more  than  2  years. 


The  index  for  cured  pork,  which  stood  at  14,  duplicated  the  very 
low  index  of  the  preceding  month,  reaching  a  new  low  record  for  May. 
Because  of  somewhat  lower  prices  in  this  country,  there  was  a  gain  in 
exports  of  lard  which  raised  the  index  to  34,  the  highest  monthly  index 
since  February  1935.

Accumulations  -  July-May 

In  the  11  months  ended  May  31,  1937,  the  value  of  farm  products 
exported  from  the  United  States  amounted  to  $694,084,000.     This  compared 
with  $725,890,000  in  the  corresponding  period  of  last  season,  a  decrease 
of  4  percent.     The  volume  fell  from  an  index  of  60  in  the  first  11  months 
of  1935-36  to  56  in  1936-37,  a  decline  of  7  percent. 
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UNITED  STATES  AGRICULTURAL  EXPORTS  DURING-  MAY,  CONT'D 

Cotton,  with  an  export  value  of  $358,239,000,  made  up  more  than 
one-half  of  the  total  exports.    Except  for  1934-35,  the  volume  of  cotton 
exported  was  considerably  less  than  for  any  like  period  of  the  1930' s. 
Because  of  the  higher  prices  prevailing,  however,  the  money  return  to 
the  American  farmer  was  higher  than  in  1931-32,  1932-33,  or  1934-35. 
Japan,   the  heaviest  purchaser,  took  1,554,000  "bales,  exceeding  those  of 
the  2  preceding  years.    Exports  to  Canada  rose  from  257,000  hales  in 
1935-35  to  287,000  hales  so  far  this  season.     Sweden  and  the  Netherlands 
also  imported  more. from  the  United  States  this  year  than  last  hut  exports 
to  all  other  countries  fell  off.     The  United  Kingdom,  the  second  best 
market,  took  1,174,000  bales  or  170,000  bales  less  than  in  the  correspond- 
ing 11  months  a  year  ago  when  British  markets  absorbed  1,344,000  bales. 

Exports  of  leaf  tobacco,  which  totaled  372,101,000  pounds,  continued 
to  run  behind  those  of  last  season  when  exports  amounted  to  397,886,000 
pounds. 

Exports  of  nearly  all  kinds  of  fruits  dropped  off  heavily.  The 
only  fruit  showing  a  gain  of  any  importance  over  1935-36  was  fresh  pears, 
exports  of  which  totaled  131,256,000  pounds  with  a  vslue  of  $4,864,000. 
In  1935-36,  the  United  States  exported  124,061,000  pounds  of  fresh  pears 
valued  at  $4,797,000.     The  sharpest  decline  was  in  exports  of  barreled 
and  basketed  apples  which  come  largely  from  the  Eastern  seaboard.  Bas- 
keted apples  dropped  from  1,108,000  baskets  in  the  first  11  months  of 
1935-36  to  205,000  baskets  so  far  this  season.     In  the  same  period,  bar- 
reled apples  fell  from  1,472,000  to  445,000  barrels . 

For  the  season  as  a  whole,   exports  of  lard  have  been  running 
ahead  of  1935-36,  total  exports  amounting  to  93,177,000  pounds  as  com- 
pared with  77,770,000  pounds  a  year  earlier.    Most  of  the  gain,  however, 
was  in  the  earlier  months  of  the  year,  that  is  from  July  to  December. 

The  very  moderate  improvement  in  exports  of  wheat  and  flour 
which  has  been  in  evidence  during  the  past  4  months  continued  through 
May,  raising  the  total  exports  so  far  this  season  to  19,370,000  bushels 
with  a  value  of  $21,773,000.    The  average  unit  value  Of  $1.01  per  bush- 
el in  1935-36  compares  with  $1.05  this  year. 

There  was  a  better  foreign  demand  for  fresh  pork,  canned,  and 
pickled  meats,  but  exports  of  cured  pork  fell  below  those  for  the 
11-month  period  of  1935-36. 

Exports  of  pecans,  which  amounted  to  1,872,000  pounds,  were  more 
than  double  those  of  last  season.     The  bulk  of  these  nuts  are  destined 
for  Canada  and  the  United  Kingdom.
